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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The language of claim 1 recites the connections 
between a measuring instrument and a higher order unit and the functionality of each signal flowing through the interconnected lines. The 
reference of Venditti meets all the limitations of claim 1 as follows: 

a measuring instrument (20) and a higher-order unit (18), said measuring instrument and said higher-order unit being electrically 
connected with each other by a first pair of lines (signal 1 , signal 2), and a second pair of lines (power +, power -), (FIG. 10), wherein 
during operation a signal current flows via said first pair of lines (signal 1 , signal 2) and a supply current flows via said second pair of lines 
(column 6, lines 15-17, power +, power -), said signal current representing an instantaneous measured value (column 6, line 4), and said 
supply current and at least a portion of the signal current supply said measuring instrument (column 6, lines 17-20). The lines connected 
through connectors 46 and 24 labeled as power+ and power- provides the supply current. 
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
